\ Brockville, Oct. 27.— Sir Charlce Tup- 
Iier addressed a large meeting here last 
night. In the course of his speech, Sir 
CharlcK said: ' 

"At Toronto, Sir AVilfrid Laurier said 
he once believed that Canada could 
huve mutual preferential trade with a 
revenue tariff, but bis vieit to England 
had convinced him that this wa.s n niis- 
taUe, and that it could only be obtained 
oil the bu.sis of free trade within the 
Empire. This statement 'vvas not consist- 
eut with other statements made by Sii 
^V'i!rrid on the same subject. There ■wne 
nut a country in the world except Eng- 
land that did not treat its colonics on a 
iliHereut I'lioting from the rest of the 
worid. All tliat would bo required of 
Kngland would bo to put herself on 
siinilar footing. Tlio Unke of Devoii- 
sliire at^Ucd from colonial premiers sug- 
g(tftions a.s to liow the eommercia! bonds 
of the lOinpiro could bo drawn closer. Si» 
M'ilfrid in London presented an unan- 
swerable ar;,'iiineiit for mutual preferen- 
lial trade, ami hia present excuse for 
abandoning that policy \vaH too thin. 
(Laughter.) He had had no experienco 
in Englaiul whatever when that invita- 
tion wan issued by the Duke of Devon- 
.sjiire (that was done the day after Lau- 
rier lauded in Euglaud), but then and 
there he abfiolutcly refused to accept any 
such proposition. 

Sir Wilfrid liad absolutely refused to 
accept any preference in England's mar- 
ket, Maying that it ■would interfere with 
the free trade system nnd that protection 
would be a curtie to England, as it had 
been to Canada. Thu.s bo repudiated 
mutual preferential trade from the start, 
and betrayod the doarc«t interests of 
Canada on a question which ho bad liiin- 
self det'l.'ired to bo of immense import- 
ance. Of course, no definite proposal was 
made by lOnglaml, by the Duke of Dev- 
onuliire or anybody elpc. 

iOnglisb statesmen desired to avoid the 
U'ast HiMiiblance of dictation to till! col- 
onict^, but Mr. Chamberlain bad repeat- 
edly said that if the colonies eould offer 
any suggofitions towards promoting the 
commercial imity of the Empire, they 
would be met in no backstnnding man- 
ner.

Vancouver, Oct. 27.-^The central Con- 
siTvalive committee roouiti were tilled 
with an euthusiiietic audience to-night on 
the occasion of the second rally of the 
party. Mr. Uubio Ueed. of N(!W West- 
minster, was the principal speaker. He 
k exception to a cartoon depicting the 
Conservatives as lighting among thoui- 
selves, and said the Conservativcfi were 
uiiiled :ind the LiberalK were .sciuabbling. 
He cited as an example the hostile ut- 
teiiince against the Liberal [larty of W. 
W. B. Mclnnefi, U. H. Cook and the 
(.; leaner (.HtiiUingdon, tjue.,) newspaper. 

He thought that the Liberals should 
not be upheld because of the material 
success of the country, which was not 
due to the Liberals. That party had 
brolteu every election pledge made, and 
there was no principle underlying the 
present Liberal party. There was n 
great principle in Conservatism nnd that 
Iirinciple always uphold British patriot- 
ism, imperialism and progress.

MU, WOLLEY'S MEETING. 
Nanaimo, Oct. 2T.— An audience that 
crammed the opera house greeted Mr. 
AVoiley to-night. Col. Prior and Co!. 
Gregory were present, and Andrew Has- 
iam acted as cliairniau. 

Col. Prior spoke first, iutroducing }ilr. 
Wolley, the Conservative candidate, in 
highly eulogistic terms. He humorous- 
ly criticized the other candidates nnd de- 
clared that llalph Smith had appe.ilc.l 
to the Conservative convention for nom- 
illation. 

.1. llawthorthwnite denied this. 

Col. Prior said that not only one. but 
two telegrams were received from Smith 
iifking tor nomination. Mori.'over, ^Ir. 
Cotton, of \'ancouvcr. telegraphed iiskin;.,' 
tliat Smitli be nominated. This caused a 
f;n at sensation. Passing to Sloan, Col. 
I'lior severely criticized him for nllog- 
ing independence after advertising him- 
self as a lifelong Liberal of Liberal par- 
entage.

Manila, Oct. 2-1, via Hongkong, Oct. 
27. — The rebel Capt. Nevirio has been 
tried by a military commissioner at Ba- 
ler, Northern Luzon, charged with bury- 
ing alive a seaman named Maedonald, of 
Lieut. Gilmore's Yorktowu party, Nevirio 
was found guilty and sentenced to death. 
Tiie commissioner's sentence is now in 
the hands of Gen. Macarthur, for ap- 
liroval, Tiie testimony -was prod-uced at 
the trial, showing Nevirio also caused the 
death of A'euville, another member of the 
Yorktowu parly, by delivering him into 
tile hands of the n.itive tribesmen known 
:is li,'g(ii-itns, will), under the jiretext of 
going lisliiiit;, lured A'euvil'.e into the 
woimIs anil inunleied liiiii, with two Spau- 
isn friends who were A'euville's fellow- 
caplive.s. The Iribe.snien binind A'euville, 
opened his veins and sucked bis blood 
uniil he w:iH ile:id. Tlie evidence also 
shiiweil that; A'evirio killed a Filipino 
named lludrigna, who was su.-^pected of 
being frieiuUy to the Americans.

London, Oct. 27.— With the exception 

of the unexpected activity of the Boers 
and the re-appearance before the public 
of a statesman supposed to be politically 
dead, nothing has occurred this week in 
England capable of disturbing the en- 
lliusiasm over the home-coming of the 
City Imperial Volunteers. Tlie news of 
the guerilla successes in South Africa 
which has been received daring the last 
few days has prompted some of the more 
serious publications to sound notes of 
alarm. The Saturday Itcview beg^s 
Lord Itoberts to take "a lesson from one 
who was tt greater soldier than hc» 
Caesar, and ruthlessly suppress 4he re- 
bellion." 

"The truest mercy in the present cnse," 
says the Globe, " is to be merciless." 

'fliat fairly voices the average opinion 
of the government organs, while a few 
out-and-out Radical organs scarcely con- 
ceiil their satisfaction arising from their 
ability to say "I told you so," in refer- 
ence to the war being long drawn out 
and engendering racial hatred. 

An eucouiiter as dramatic as any that 
marked the battlelields of South Africa , 
may shortly occur at Marseilles. The 
idau of Mr. Joseph GbamberlBin, 'the- 
secretary of fitiite for the- colonies, to go- 
to ^Marseilles to moot Mrs. Chamberlain, 
who is now at Aix-la-Bnins, will mora 
than probably be affected just about the 
lime that Mr. Krugor is arriving at the 
same port on the Dutch cruiser Gclder- 
land. Judging from the tone of French 
public opinion, the simultaneous arrival 
of thovse two leading figures in the lato 
world drama would afford opportunities 
for demonstrations not too iileasant for 
Mr. Chamberlain, and -which might pos- 
sibly cause international complications 
that would be hard to settle peacably. 

Speaking on Friday, before a meeling. 
of the Chrisliiui Social Union, Lord Roee- 
licry struck a note whicli meets with 
univei-sal approval from all '.sections, of 
tile Liberals, even those .who. Were.- .most 
bitterly opposed to the former leader. 
"Iniporialisni," he declared, "depends on 
the integrity antl heart of the Empire 
for its virtue." 

Continuing, Lord Rosoberry said: 
"What is an empire -unless it is pillared 
on an imperial race? The lieart of the 
Empire is Great Britain, and the heart 
of (jlreat Britain is London, You cnn- 
uot afford to let the source and centre of 
tlie Empire decay or be poisoned, and 
thif; Imperial race to lie vitiated and 
poisoned in the dens of crime and horror 
in ^yhi(■h too many of them are reared at 
this moment." 

Sir Henry Campbell-Barinerman, w-bo 
lins been the Liberal leader in the House 
of Commons up to the present, is said 
to bo ready to accept Lord Roseberry'a 
leadership. Combining this with the for- 
mer iiremier's (Rosebery's) partial re- 
tir'iinent from the turf, the expectation is 
rife that he will return to the arena of 
active politics, and make the light of his- 
life against "the mammoth majority" of 
the present government. 

It is interesting to observe, ^yhile speak- 
ing of the next parliament, what a task 
confronts the speaker of the House of 
Commons before he masters the porEon- 
nol of the new house. In includes no- 
less th;in eight AVilsous, four Balfour.-^,, 
fo'ir Smiths, four Thomases, four 
O'Briem; and four Miirrays, to say noth- 
ing of half a dozen trios of similarly 
n.'imed members and a perfect mass of 
couples. 

-Church matters are attracting no little 
interest. The resignation of the Bishop 
of Exeter, the Right Ilev.- EdwnrcE 
Henry Bickcrsteth, has s^'^on 'Lord Sal- 
isbury the chance to add one more to- 
the long list of bishojis of hie creation, an- 
op-portunily -which the anti-Ritualists 
have improved by memorializing the Pre- 
mier to appoint a low churchman, who 
will protect the Protestant interest bet- 
ter than the former bishop. 

Within a few days final stops will be 
tiikcii to amalgamate the two great 
Scotch churches, the Free Church and 
llic Fnited Presbyterians, under the 
mimes ol' the United Free Church of 
Scollaiiil, which will aeeoiiiplish a great- 
er breaking down of religious harriers 
and divisions than the century has wit-- 
iiessed. 

The old question of the morality of the- 
.'itago is once more discussed by the Eng- 
lish bishops ond clergy. This tta© it is- 
the Rochester diocesan conference, 
where several clergymen urged a sweep- 
ing crusade against the immorality of 
English plays and actor.s. Canon .Tolf, 
well known hero, deidared it was a dread- 
ful thing to .see a Christian man taking 
llio part of a murderer and a Christian 
woman playing the role of a harlot, now 
so eoinnion in the London theatres.

LONG-PENDING CL.VIMS. 

Settlement Eor the Itussian Sealing 
Seizures of 1S93 Not Yet Made. 

.Vlthougli it was promised some time 
ago that the claims of the Victoria and 
N'ancouver sealing men against the Kus- 
sian government for the illegal seizures 
by the Knssian iruiscr Zabia!;a cifl" the 
Copper islands in the season of 180.1. 
would be advanced and a settlement 
asked for from Russia, nothing has yet 
been done. The Victoria ami A'an( ou- 
ver sealers — there are four claims, two 
here and two in Vancouver— ask for the 
payment of some $180,000 in all, on ac- 
count of the seizure of their schooners 
and the confiscation of their skins by 
the cruiser Zabinkn, whose commander 
was afterwards found to be insane. 
'IVo of the claims — those of the Willie 
McGowan and Ariel — have been settled, 
and Collector Milne about eighteen 
months or more since distributed the 
awards to the sealers. An early settle- 
ment of .the other claims was then 
promised, and some six months ago 
news was given from Ottawa that steps 
were taken for securing a eottloment of 
these claims from Russia, and it was 
announced that counsel bad been ap- 
pointed to represent Canada in tho 
arbitration of the claims. The matter 
has since seemingly been pigcOii-li.,led. 
for nothing has Ijeen heard by the claim- 
holders in this city in regard io the 
settlement of their long-pending claims. 

The claims of Victorians are for the 
seizure of the ."ichooner Marie, owned by 
Cnpt. Sprott Balcom, which had (ITO 
skins on board nt the time of her seizure, 
and the Carmelite, owned by Capt. C. 
ITackett. The former claims If-Ki.OOO 
damages arising out of the seizure of 
his schooner and confiscation of hi 
skins, and the privali' loss entailed by 
the seizure. Oapt. TTuckett's claim is 
for an amount almost as large as that 
f.f Oaiit. P.alcom. The claims held in 
Vanenuver are for the seizure of the 
A'aiicouver Bello and Rosie Olson. With 
the exceiition of the Rosie Olsen. all the 
vessels rottod alonirside Petroiiaulofsky 
slip. The IJnsie Olson was givon to tho 
cnpturod sealers by tlii> Russians, and 
after tlioy hail been hold in prison .at 
Pofrnpniilofsky for a period, the hunters 
anil crow of the seized schooner came 
across on her. Cant. Ralcom and some 
of the masters and ollicers. when re- 
leased at Petropaulnfsky. made their 
way down to Vladivostock in a schooner 
and thence down the China sea to 
Shanghai and to .Tnpnn in trading fiteam- 
ors. Thence tliey arrived here on the 
Empres? of Japan. This was seven 
years IRO. and' they fetill, iiwait the settle- 
ment of their claims.

THEIR NERVE FAILED. 

Six Sailors Plot to Desert in a Daring 
Manner, But Only One Carries 
Out the Plan. 

That the average sailor who shiijs be- 
fore the mast on sailing vessels for the 
deep sea will do much for thirty dolLiTs, 
was illustrated by the experience of the 
deserting sailor of the WiUiidiiiina when 
that vessel was being towed from Vaii- 
<'nuver in the manner then described in 
these columns. It seems tl-at bis de- 
sertion was the outcome of a well-laid 
plot, in which ho was to have been ae- 
couipanied by live others. 

The di'sortiiig sailor, a Scotsman, by 
name McMillan, was a sailor of the 
R. M. S. Empress of Japan, now lying 
nt Vancouver, and the fellow-plotters 
were also sailors of the Empress, and 
now of tho German ship Wilhelmina, en 
route around tho Horn. 

McMillan is of the type of sailor 
known as the sea lawyer, and, gather- 
ing the five others around him in the 
glory-bole of the Empress, he planned 
that they all ship on the Wilhelmina. 
An advance of $30 was offered to those 
signing her articles, and they all signed 
and took the $30. The plan was that 
when the Wilhelmina towed out they 
wore all s\x to wait until she got Into 
the Narrows, and then jump overboard 
and swim ashore. 

McMillan alone carried out the 
scbome, and with the unwitting assist- 
ance of Pilot Jones was successful. Tho 
others got " cold feet " when they looked 
ov(>r the vessel's side at the chilly water. 
They did not jump when McMillan said 
"go." They remained on board and Tio- 
cnine sailors of the Wilhelmina. not be- 
cause they bad any compunction about 
deserting, but because their ner^'e failed 
them. 

In the meantime McMillan bad 
.iumped, and the others, instead of fol- 
lowing, bad remained and shouted "Man 
overboard!" I'ilot .Tones, who was tak- 
ing out the vessel, heard the cry, and lie 
eapt oCE his boat, which was towing 
astern to allow of his getting ashore 
when he took tho vessel dear of the 
harbor entrance. The floundering de- 
serter saw the boat, and be struck out 
rapidly for it. The men on board bold 
their breath as the seemingly unfortu- 
nate saved his life. lmagin(> their sur- 
prise wb(>n they saw him got up. takn 
tb(> oaiYi, anil row like ilackott when lie 
meant it, for the mud Hals. Arrivcil 
there lio tied up tho boat, went up and 
had a drink.

-MR. WARD'S TBIjEGRAM. 

We do not soe how Mr. Ward can 
justify his telegram to FresiJont ITil!, 
of the Groat Northern railway. If Mr. 
Ward had telegraphed in his i)rivnte 
capacity we should not criticize his 
action, but it is not unreasonnble to say 
that when lie did so in his olUcinl posi 
tion as Preeideut of the Board of Trade 
he wais under an obligation to bo abso- 
lutely accurate. In his telegram Mr, 
Ward, as President of the Board of 
Trade', informed Mr. Hill that it was 
stated by Messrs. JIackonzie and otlier.s 
that the proposition made by Mr. Bod- 
well emanated from Mr. Hill. This is 
quite inaccurate. The telegram conveyn 
the impression also, that Mr. Bod well 
had stated to the Board of Trade that 
the proposition had emanated from Mr. 
Hill. This was an absolutely '"ac- 
curate impression to convoy. We can- 
not understand how Mr. Ward could 
have made such a latatement hi his tele 
Kram. In presentinR the case to the 
City Council. Mr. Bod well was very 
careful not to say that the proposition 
emanated either from Mr. Hill or the 
Great Northern Railway Company. His 
IaIl^'^a,c:p was so fruardod tliat the op 
IWiients of tlie project claimed that ho 
had not stated that the Great Northern 
was behind the scheme. What Mr. 
Bodwell said was that the project had 
the approval of the Great Northern rail- 
way, whose ollicers had invMtiKated it 
and were prepared to handle all their 
Victoria freight over it; that a com 
pany -would be incorporated here to 
■build the railway and ferr.v, and that 
the Great Nortliorn hoped to Kot certain 
bufiiness orifiinatiiif; on Vancouver 
Island. How any person, with Mr. 
Bodwell's remarks hoforo him, could 
telegraph Mr. Hill that any one had 
stated that the project had emanated 
from him, Mr. Ward may l)c able tn 
explain, but he certainly cannot justify 
conveying to Mr. Hill the impression 
that the Board of Trade considered liim 
to bo applying to the city for aid. We 
do not suggest that Mr. Ward desired 
to give the project a blow below the 
ibelt, but he has certainly done so. His 
telegram was unfair to Mr. Hill, to Mr. 
Bodwell, and to the citizens. It was so 
-grossly unfair that it will defeat the 
purpose with wliich it was written. It 
is publicly stated that Mr. Ward did 
•not write it, but only affixed his name 
aa' Presidbhl of ■^thd Ti6at-d of Trade' to 
it. and that the cost of sending it and 
'Of the reply were defrayed by another 
person. Is this true V 



THE LOWEll FBASEB. 

Elsewhere in to-day's Issue we print 
.some facts regarding the agrioultura. 
cupabilitics of the Lower Eraser viilley. 
No attempt has been made at embellisli- 
luent. A simple statement is maife, but 
the facts and fifjurw presented are more 
eloquent than anything else could be. 
They show that in the portion of the 
I)rovince in question there is room and 
opportunity tor a very largo population. 
Various causes have co-uporali'<i to re- 
tard the progress of this rcgiou. Tlie 
need of dyking is one of them. Set- 
baclte due to floods, -which can be entire- 
ly prevented in the future, though, of 
ccurae, not without some expense, have 
licen the cause of discouragement. In- 
adequate transportation has handicapped 
<>iiterpri6e. 'The absorbing interest tak- 
en by British Columbia people in mining, 
.md the hope of being able to make a 
large fortune quickly have led to a dis- 
regard of the alower, if surer, industry 
of agriculture. But these things will be 
only temporary in their effect. With a 
growing market for farm produce, due to 
the opening of mining regions and the 
■iuereaseiOf'POpulatioa Irom .otliM causes, 
greater attention -wHl lie paid to agricul- 
ture, and it is not in the nature of things 
that a region so blessed by nature as 
the Lower Eraser valley will not in a 
short timei.^K6f.Titilized to its fullest capa- 
city. It.'fsliiV<it. easy to say what this 
auca^ure of prosperity will be like, when 



the whole valley is ijtilized by intelligent 
cultivators, but here) are facts, which 
may assist us in forming some' sort' of 
an approximation: 

The YRlue of the crop of Chilliwack, 
Siimas and PoiKnim, was placed in 1S94 
at i?247,5G0, which was the yield of 
8,843 acres of cultivated land and 9,004 
acres of pasture. No estimate was giv- 
en of the value of the meats marketed 
or the live stock sold, so the total of the 
value of the farm produuts cannot bo g-t 
at. It is, perhai»j, not unrcationablo to 
estimate that the yield per acre of culti- 
vated and pasture land would not bo 
much less than $20. For the purpose ol 
the calculation, we will put it at ?20, 
and may mention that, deducting thu 
dairy produce, so as to eliminate the pas- 
turage from the calculation, the yield per 
acre of cultivated land was $25. If we 
estimate the land available for agricul- 
ture in the valley at 300.000 acres, and 
we think this is moderate, although tu 
get this amount there would have to be 
a good deal of clearing done, we get the 
nppro.ximate yield of tlie valley ut $(>,- 
000,000 a year. We suppcfie this would 
be a moderate estimate of the agricul- 
tural capabilities of thg valley, but it 
t.ikes into account nothing that may bo 
looked for from improved methods of 
husbandr3-. 

We submit to the people of thiti city 
that, important as are the more remote 
ilislrictB from which Victoria can draw 
t.-.'iib-, none of them in wortli.v of greater 
attention than this, which lies almast at 
our doors, and in only cut off from us by 
the- lack of improved facilities of trans- 
portation. 

AN OUTRAGE OX THE PUBLIC. 

The Associated Press has sent out an 
extraordinary telegram from Ottawa, 
foretelling an overwhelming victory for 
the Liberals at tbe coming elections. The 
statement is made that the Conservatives 
have given up the fight in Ontario, and 
that Sir Charles Tiippcr is liglitiii^' for 
his own seat with very little chance of 
holding it. There is a lot of more stuff 
to the same effect. It would be interest- 
ing to know by what right the As«neiat- 
ed PriYis assumes a parlizan role and dis- 
semiuatcti despatches o£ this nature. Per- 
haps if -we could answer this question, we 
might bo able to appreciate the value of 
the prophecy. Hitherto the As.sociatod 
I'ress has been supposed to be strictly 
nou-political. Its despatch of yesterday 
places it in the position of a rank parti- 
zan, and throws great doubt as to its 
reliability as a purveyor of political news. 
The despatch boars all the ear-marks of 
party bias and must bo accepted as a 
purely partizan statement, made for 
campaign purposes. The sending out 
01' sucli a telegram by the Associated 
Press can only be characterized as a 
grosfi outrage and as an abuse of its 
prerogative as a news gatherer. 

VERY UNSOUiND. 

The Times in a paragraph intended as 
a reply to the Colonist's reference to the 
Stikine-Teslin railway, fiayfl that the 
more the line would cost the better for 
the people of Briti.sh Columbia. Does 
our contemporary seriously mean this? 
Does it wish to go on record as an advo- 
cate of the doctrine that no matter 
what a public work coste, the people of 
a province should insist on it, because the 
monej- will he spent among them? "What 
difference would the increased expense 
make to the people of British Columbia?" 
asks the Times. We reply that it would 
make a very greiil deal of difference, bc- 
eiue.0 the people of this province pay 
very heavily indeed towards the cost of 
running the Dominion. The language of 
the Times would fit perfectly the mouth 
of an avowed spoilsman. Let the money 
be spent, so long as it is spent among 
us, is its cry. We do not think the peo- 
ple of this pro^-inee will approve of any 
such dishonorable view of iiublic exiieiidi- 
turo. We are nnwilling to think tliat on 
ccn.sideration the Tinu's v\-ill repeat what 
it has said. Its position is absolutely un- 
sound. 



LIBERTY ANn L.VW. 

The Anarchists wish to abolish all 
government and all laws. They claim 
that the result would bo universal lib- 
erty. It would he nothing of the kind. 
It would be universal slavery. There is 
no greater mistake than to suppose that 
liberty can exist without law. In the 
CXIX. Psalm the true doctrine is laid 
down. The Psalmist says: 

"So shall I keei) thy law for ever and 
ever. And I will walk at liberty; I'or 
1 seek thy pi-eci'pt s." 

There ar(,> no aiiarcdiists bci-e that we 
know of, and if there were it would not 
bo worth while writing an editorial to 
convince them of their error. lint tln-re 
are many persons to whom the thought 
contained in the iinotation may be valu- 
able. Especially is thi.- tr>ie of the 
young. We would like to say to joung 
inim that there is nothing which will 
more seriously handicap them in life 
than that species of liberty which defies 
law. Let us endeavor to give an ilUis- 
tration of the thought. Tliere is a law 
in Canada which says that a nniii who 
commits forgery shall suffer a certain 
puiiishmcnt. Can any one claim tliat 
if he violates this law he Is at . liberty 
Certainly not. He may remain free 
from arrest, hut ho will ever hear about 
with him, haunting like a ghost, the 
memory of the deed and the fear lest 
at some time it will conae to life. He 
will never be the same man after he 
has done the act. All through his life 
he will be burdened with it. lie can- 
not walk at liberty, to use the words of 
the Pstttmist. But the man who h'as 
never committed forgery is superior to 
that law. He lives on a higher plane. 
He has the liberty which comes from 
that .higher life. It eo happens tiiat the 
groat mPjotity of ,U8 iSo not feel the re- 
straint of criminallaws.'' We are <'''ee 
because we have risen to a higher plane 
than that upon which such laws operate. 
The fact that policemen patrol our 



streets at night is not to the majority a 
menace to liberty, but rather a guaran- 
tee of it. The fact that courts exist 
for the punishment of crime, and' that 
penitentiaries and scatEolds are main- 
tained does not restrict our liberty of 
action in any way. We are above the 
things which those political institutions 
regulate. 

But there is another side of life. 
There are laws not written in statute 
books, laws of which the courts do not 
take cognizance, laws for which the 
nation provider? no place of punishment. 
How many of us live on such a plane 
that these laws do not restrict our 
liberty? This is a question which will 
not admit of so general an answer as 
the other. Hundreds and hundreds of 
young people are indulging in habits 
which bring them under the operation of 
these laws, whichrare the laws of our 
phjsical and mental being. These laws 
have what the old writers call their 
sanction, just as if they were passed by 
a parliament. Wo may think that we 
avoid their consequences, but the escape 
is oidy temporary. The burden of viola- 
tion of them is heavy, and has retarded 
many and many a man in what 'vould 
have been a most successful career. 
Young men should be careful how they 
lower themselves into the level where 
such laws operate with all their merci- 
less power. In the courts of the nation 
a jury may sometimes recommend a 
( riminal to mercy, but in the unwritten 
laws of our being mercy has no place. 

I'ortuuately for mankiml tlierc is a 
way out of the dilliculties which resiih 
from a violation of these unwritten biws. 
It cannot perhaps be explained in ac- 
cordance with any system of philosophy; 
but wo must remember how true it is 
that " there are nu)re things in heaven 
and earth than are dreamt of in o\ir 
philosophy." Unless we dismiss as fable 
the testimony of millions of people who 
speak from porsoiuil experience, unless 
wo deny the teachings of our own ob- 
servation, there is a Power of which it 
can be said': 

"As far as the Bast is from the West, 
so far hath Ho removed our transgrw- 
sions from us." 

The restoration to a high moral level 
from which we may fall is possible. We 
may cease to drag with us the weight 
of guilt. We may be «l)le "on the 
ashes of our dead selves" to rise to 
greater heights than may seem |)ossible 
in the despair which comes when we 
recognise our mistake in defying tlie un- 
written laws of life; but we never can 
be what we might have been if we had 
not for a time lost that freedom which 
comes from a respect to_the.^preeepts 
governing a well-ordered life. 



Wi! print elsewhere this morning a 
copy of the by-law relating to the pro- 
posed railway ferry. Every citizen 
ought to read it. 

The result of the bye-election in 
Morris, Manitoba, does not look much 
like a Liberal landslide in that part of 
the country. So far as it can be inter- 
preted at all as bearing on the present 
contest, the significance is all the other 
way. 

The Times doei3 not seem to like our 
characterization of Mr. Duff as a pic- 
turesque speaker; but we do not believe 
.Mr. Duff minds it in the least. On the 
(■(intrar.v, -we are very much disposed to 
thing that Mr. Duff would not have any 
oi>joction to having the epithet attached 
permanently to him. It was intended to 
be, and was, complimentary. 

AVe com[)linu'nted -Mr. George E. 
Powell yesterday as a judge of the court 
of revision; but we do not feel like 
doing the same thing in regard to bis 
appearance as a political speaker at 
.Metchosin. It does not make the least 
difference what side he advocates, for 
we think a local government oliicial 
ought to abstain from taking any active 
liiirt in any political caiiipaigu.

^ A BY-LAW to Aid a Kail-way Company to "be Incorpor- 
ufed for the Purpose of Constructing, Maintaining and Op- 
erating a Line of Railway Through Certain Streets of the 
City of Victoria and on the Mainland of British Columbia, 
and for the Further Purpose of Constructing, Maintaining 
and Operating a Oar-Perry Service Between Sidney and a 
Point on the Mainland of British Columbia at or near the 
Mouth of the Fraser River. 



. WHEEEAS under and by virtue of the jMuiiicipal Ciauses Act the Council 
of every municipality may from time to time make by-laws for the granting of 
•bonuses of money to any railway company in aid of sucli railway, and the right 
to construct a railway along any street or highway within the municipality on 
such terms and conditions as the Council shall see fit : 

AND WHERAS by certain Articles of Agreement, hearing date of the 
day of , lliOO, certain powers and privileges were 

granted by the Corporation of the City of \'ictovia to ALEXAIs' DEW SCOT'J' 
INNES, of the firm of Bodwell & Duif, of the City of Victoria, Barrister-at-law 
and SoUcitor thereinafter called " the Trustee," and which said agreement is in 
the words and figures following : — 

AGIIEEMENT made and entered into the day of 

BETWEEiV THE COKPOKATIOiV OE TIIE CITY OF VICTORIA, in 
the Proviuoe of Eritisii Columbia, hereinafter called "the Corporation," of tlie 
One Tart, and ALlCXA^s'DER SCOTT INNES, of the City of Victoria, l^ar- 
rister-at-law and Solicitor, hereinafter calknl " the Trustee," of the Other Part : 

WHEBEAS the Trustee has submitted to the Corporation a proposition 
for the establishment of a railway and car-ferry service connecting the City of 
Victoria with the .Mainland of British Columbia : 

AND WHEREAS in order to encourage and assist the said undertaking 
the Cor|)oratiou has agreed to grant the bonuses and privileges hereinafter re- 
ferred ito :: 

NOW THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH that the parties hereto 
mutually agree Adth each other as follows : — 

1. The Trustee shall take all necessary steps to procure the incorporation 
at the next session of the Legislative Assembly of the Province of British Co- 
lumbia of a company (hereinafter called " the Company ") which shall, among 
otheT iihings, possess the following powei-s — that is to say, power : 

(a) To construct, operate and maintain a line of railway over the 
streets of Victoria hereinafter named, so iis to connect 
the Victoria and Sidney Railway, as it at present exists, with the 
Esquimau and Nanaimo Railway, and to make traffic niul other 
agreements and contracts for the transfer of freight ami pas- 

j sengers with the companies operating each of the said railways; 

and also to extend the said lines of rjulway -to such 

j other points and over such other streets or ways within the cor- 

porate limits of the City of Victoria as may at any time and 
from time to time hereafter he agreed upon between the Cor- 
poration and the Company: 

^ (b) To construct, operate and maintain a car-ferry service between 
, the present and any future terminus of the Victoria and Sidney 

Railway Company and a convenient point at or 7iear the mouth 
of the Fraser River : 

1. (c) To construct, operate and maintain a line of railway 

from a })oint at or nn-iu- the mouth of the Eraser River on the 

j_ South side thereof and extending in an easterly direction and as 

far as practicable througli the centre of the Distiicts of Delta 

( and Sin'rcy to a jxtint whore a connection can be conA'cniently 

nuide with Tiie New Westminster Southern Railway, and also 

; to extend the said railway to such other point or points East of 

said connection as may be determined upon by the Cojupany ; 
and to amalg-.viiate with the Groat Northern Railway 
Comjianv, and to enter into traffic and other an-aniioinpiits fur 
the transfer of ])a.ssengers and freight with the said (Jrcat Nurfli- 
ern and other railway corporations : 

i. 'Tihe Company, v;hen incorporated, shall proceed with all due despatch 
to con struct,, and not less than six (G) months from the date of the passagf! of the 
Act of Incorporation, shall commence the construction of that portion of the 
Kiid railway in the City of Victoria which is necessary to connect the Victoria 
and Sidjiey Railway system with that of the Esquimalt and Naiuiinio Jiailway, 
and also tluti other portion of the said railway which, when completed, shall ex- 
tend from a '.point at or near the mouth of the Fraser River to a point where it 
shall farm connection with the said New Westminster Southern Railway, 
and shall diligently proceed with and complete both of said portions of the said 
railway withm two (3) years from the date dt the passage of the said Act of 
IncOTpocation, :and shall also within the said period of two (2) years build, 
equip and put in operation ah efficient raiWay ferry capable of transferring 
with reasonable -despatch at least four hundred (400) passengers on each trip, 
together wSlih, not less than eight (8) loaded freight cars, and such other freight 
as may from time to time be delivered for transportation to the Company^ 
at a speed of 'not less than fourteen (14) miles per hour; and the Com- 
pany shall, -after completion, operate the said ferry as a continuous service be- 
tween the pnesent or any future terminus of the Victoria and Sidney Railway 
at the harbor -of 'Sidney or to the point or points which sliall be 

selected at or near the mouth of the Fraser ISver as the AVestern terminus or 
termini of that portion of the said railway to be constructed through the Dis- 
tricts of Delta *nd Surrey aforesaid : The Company shall at all times main- 
tain their worlcs ra. an eflScient condition : 

3. The Company shall run at least one passenger train each way over the 
said road and coTraections each day, and, weather permitting and the dangei-s 
of the rivers, seas and navigation always excepted, flhall operate the said ferry 
60 as to make connection with tlie said passenger traiijis each way without undue 
delay : PROA''IDED that the operation of said ti-ains over the connection of 
tlie railway of the Company with the Victoria and Sidney Railway shall be so 
arranged as not in any way to diminish or impair the sci-vice over the Victoria 
and Sidney l^aihvay which hiis hei-etofore been provided for by the terms of 
any agreement betweoii the Victoria and Sidney Railway Company ajid the 
Ooiporation : 

4. The Company t^hall also enter into such traffic arrangement.'- with the 
Oreai Northern Railway Company as shall procure the transportation over the 
railway of the Company of the freight passing over the trans-continental line of 
the siiid Groat Northeni Railway and which is designed for the City of Victoria, 
;and shall also provide reasonable facilities for passenger tratlic : 

. ■ 6. The Company shall also enter into such traffic arrangements with the 
Victoria and Sidney Railway Company as shall ensure to the said last nientioned 
Company the payment of a reasonable charge fo)- all freight and passengers 
transported by the Company over the said A''ictoria and Sidney Railway, having 
regard t® the mileage of said railway and to the usual conditions which..are at- 
tached to traffic arrangements .between jrailway companies transferring freight 
to each other's- lines : 
, .^' 6. If the railway ferry -to l^e.cpnrtructedoas aforeiiaid sh^ll be completed 
" ■^(^ore the line of rail^vay' betwei^ii^ the r^oi or,' points .at tH^ of the 

: . O^jraser river and -the junotipn? of ^8u|l^:^m^ tlie?!Maiiiland wdth the New 
■'^W'^stminster Southem'^'^Wy i^finitoe'd, the .Gbmpany shall -operate the said^ 



ferry between Liverpool and Sidnfey so as to transfer loaded cars and passengers 
directly hetweeiijjti||,j5aid points : 

T. Tho maximum local passenger rate over the said railway and ferry 
shall not exceed the siun of , and the Company 

shall also establish and maintain over the said line of railway and ferry a reason- 
able and moderate scale of local freight charges so as to encourage as far as 
possible tho interchange of commodities and passenger travel between places on 
the said line of railway and tho City of Victoria : 

8. In consideration of the construction and operation of the said railway 
and ferry system, the Corporation agrees as follows : — 

Tho Company, when incorporated, shall have, and the Corporation here- 
by gives and grants unto the Trustee on behalf of said Company a per- 
manent right to construct the track and operate the said railway over, along and 
across tho following streets of the City of Victoria, that is to say : — ^" A " Street 
Bay Street, First Street, Blanchard Street, Fisgard Street, Cormorant Street 
and Store Street; and tho Corporation shall and may also at any time and from 
time to time hereafter give and grant unto the Company a right of way for the 
construction and operation of its niilway over such other streets of the City of 
Victoria as may ho agreed upon between the Company and tho Mayor and 
Council for the time being in office : PROVIDED, however that no such 
agreement to bo made in tho future shall be binding upon tho Corporation un- 
less and until a by-law ratifying the same shall have been submitted" to and ap- 
proved of by the rate-payers in the manner provided in the Municipal Clauses 
Act : PROVIDED i\.LSO that no system of double tracking (except reason- 
able facilities for switching) shall be permitted on any streets of the City : 
AND PROVIDED FURTHER, that the construction of. the road-bed and lay- 
ing of tracks in and over any street of tho City shall be subject to the approval 
of the City Engineer for the time being in office, or some other competent per- 
son appointed or approved by the Corporation, and that all repairs, additions or 
alterations of the same shall be subject to the same approval : 

9. Tho Comjiany shall be liable for all damages and consequences arising 
through the act, neglect or default of the Company occurring in the course of 
the construction or during the opevntion of iho works herein contemplated 
within the municipality : 

10. The Company shall at its own cost, and throughout the whole length 
of the raihvay within the City, cause the space between the rails and a space of 
two (2) feet on the outer side of each rail to be paved or macadamized as the 
case may be in conformity "with the remainder t)f the street over which the said 
railway passes : 

11. Before breaking up, opening or interfering with any of the said 
streets for the purpose of constructing the said railway the Company shall give 
or cause to be given to the Corporation at least ten (10) days' notice of their in- 
tention so to do, and not more than twenty-five hundred (2,500) feet of the said 
streets shall be broken up or opened at any one time, and Avhen work is com- 
menced on any of said streets the same shall bo proceeded with steadily and 
without interruption as rapidly as tlie same can bo carried on, due regard being 
had to the proper and efficient construction of tho same : 

12. During the construction oi the said works due and proper care shall 
be taken to leave sufficient space and crossings so that the traffic and travel on 
the said streets and other streets intersecting the same shall not be imnecessarily 
impeded, and proper lights and watchmen shall bo provided and kept by the 
Company : 

13. The location of the said railway in any of the streets shall not be made 
until the plans thereof showing the position of the rails and other works in each 
street shall have been submitted to and approved by the City Engineer or other 
officer as aforesaid : 

14. The rails on all streets shall be laid and kept flush with the level of 
each such street, and generally all work of construction and maintenance of such 
raihvay shall be done in a substantial manner and according to approved modern 
methods, and, so far as the City streets are concerned, subject to the approval of 
the City Engineer or other otKcfcr as aforesaid : 

15. If the Company shall, after construction, neglect to keep their tracks, 
the roadways between the same, or the crossings between and on each side of 
the rails, and two (2) feet on the outer side of each rail along the whole length 
thereof in the said streets in good condition, or shall fail to have the necessary 
repairs made thereon, tho City I'lngincer shall give notice thereof to the Com- 
pany requiring such repairs to he made within a reasonable time, and if not so 
made the City Engineer may cause the repairs to be made and the amount so 
expended by the (Jorporation may be recovered as a debt against the Company 
in any Court of competent jurisdiction : 

IG. The Cnr[)oration shall also acquire the necessary Legislaitve power in 
tl.is behalf, and sliall execute to the Company a iea.se, to be settled by the Solici- 
Icr of the Corporation, for the term of twenty-five (25) years, at a rental of Ten 
dull.'M's (.$10.00) a year, of the premises knowns as the Market Building, and 
being further described as 



'J ho said lease shall contain covenants on the part of the Company to keep the 
said Market Building insurr<l in a sum of not less than Twenty-five thousand 
dollars ($25,000 00) during the whole of said term, and to perform ordinary re- 
pairs on the said building during the said term ; and shall also contain an option 
in favor of the Company, at the expiration of the said term, to lease the same 
premises from the Corporation for a further term of twenty-five (25) years at a 
rental to be then agreed upon between the Company and the Mayor and Coun- 
cil for the time being in office : 

17. The said lease shall also provide that tlje Company may make such 
changes and alterations in the said building and premises as shall render them 
suitable for a passenger and freight station, and if in so doing the Company 
shall materially alter the construction of the said building they shall, at the ex- 
piration or sooner determination of the term, restore it to substantially the con- 
dition in which it now is, due regard being had to the structural condition at the 
commencement of the term and the - age of the structure at the termination, but 
without regard to the use to which the same has been put in the meanwhile, 
damage by fire and tempest always excepted. 

All improvements made to tho said building other than the track, fixtures 
and other matters connected -svith the permanent operation of the railway, shall, 
at the expiration or sooner determination of the said term, fall in and be the 
property of the Corporation : 

18. The Corporation shall also liave the privilege of deducting from tho 
first payment of the bonus hereinafter provided for, a sum not exceeding seven 
thousand five hundred dollars ($7,500.00), being the. estimated cost of trans- 
ferring to, and establishing in other quarters, the Fire D.epartment and other 
property of the City uoav in or about the said Market premises : 

19. The Corporation agrees to grant to the Company for the period of 
twenty (20) years from tiie (late of the commencement of the operation of the 
said raihvay ihe sum of Fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000.00) per year as a 
cash bonus. The Council of tlie Corporation shall make provision for the 
payment of tho first payment of the said bonus to the Company on the 2nd day 
of January, 1902, and shall further provide for the raising of the sum of Fftceii 
thousand dollars ($15,000.00) a year every year for. the period of tw enty (20) 
years next ensuing tho said 2ud.day of January, 1902 : r PEQ Vii)EDj hpw- 
evcr, that none of the said payftients shall' be cmade :to the Company jmtiLthe 
said raihvay and ferry service ig^'in. actual operation and ready for the convey- 
ance of passengers and the transportiitiori of freight, and if the said invent shall 
occur at a'date later than the 2nd day of January, 1902, then upon'.the actual 
^commejaceinent of 'the. operation of tho said railway and, ferry the^ Company 
■ sh'all,-if -in all material respects they shall 'have faithfully performed''this agrec- 
' rnent, be forthwith entitled to receive all accumxdations of said bonus and there- 
after the payments shall be • mcjde 'yearlyvflSf aforesaid, IT BEING HEREBY 
EGPRESSLY AG-REED/AHTD DEGBAREt)vthat the Company substantially 
iand in- aU-Triaterial particulars observiiig^^ the stipulations herein- 



bef<ye cdniained the Corporation shall, on the 2nd day of January in each year- 
during the said period of Twenty (20) yeai-s, pay to the order of tho Company 
tho said sum of Fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000.00) in cash without and 
deductions whatsoever : PROVIDED ALWAYS that if at any time here-- 
after the Company shall permanently cease to operate and maintain either the-- 
said raihvay or said ferry service, or shall, by any extension of the said road or.-' 
change in the system, deprive the City of Victoria of the traffic and passenger.' 
rates or other facilities for business which would ordinarily obtain if the terminus • 
of the said road were continued at the City of Victoria, then and in either or • 
any of the said events all payments of the said bonus which would otherwise ■ 
accrue shall cease : 

20. The Council of the Corporation shall, upon the execution of this 
agreement, forthwith prepare and pass a by-law ratifying the same, and provid- 
ing for tho raising of the said cash bonus, and shall," with all reasonable speed, 
submit tho said by-law for ratification by the ratepayers under the provisions 
of tho Municipal Clauses Act : 

21. IT IS ALSO AGREED between the parties hereto that in the Act 
of the Legislative Assembly of the Proidnco of British Colubiam incorporating 
the said Company, provision sliall bo made for the adoption by the Company of 
this agreement, and that when the said Company shall be incorporated and 
when the directors thereof shall adopt this agToemont the s.ame shall be binding

DIED AT PRETORIA. 

C.np^. Pcnrfio and Serst.-Major Ellio* 
Succumb to Disease. 

News lins reachecl the cUy of the 
^3eath at Pretoria of two volunteers 
serving with the Canadian contingent 
who were well known to Victorians— 
Capt. O. St. Aubyn Pearse and.Sergt.- 
Major Elliot. The former aied' on Octo- 
lior IS of tuberculosis; and the latter on 
October 17 ot dysentery. 

Oapt. Pearse was formerly adjutant 
ot ■ the. Fifth RcKiment— the same po^t 
as held by the late Capt. Blancliard. 
He ■was n resident of the city for u 
number of years, beinfr associated with 
i\Ir. G. Stewart nt Tlatlcy Piirlj. Al- 
ways taking a keen Interest in military 
matters, for twelve iiioiitlis he received 
instruction with "C" Hattrry. rTc nfter- 
-wards proceeded to Kingston and jonied 
the military eollcKe. On his return 
from the East, he shortly afterwards 
received the appointment of subaltern in 
No. 2 Company, It. C. It., stationed at 
Stanley l)arracl;s, Toronto. Later he 
was transferred to the Royal Canadian 
Dragoons. AVhen the troops were de- 
t^.iiitrhed to tlie Yukon, Capt. Pearse 
a'ec'-mpanied them as quartermaster, 
going in via St. :Nrielinpl. He -vvent to 
South Africa witli the Canadian Mount- 
ed Rifles. lie had n largo number of 
friends in tl\e city, who will be pained 
to hear of his untimely death. 

Sergt.-Major Elliot wna not so well 
known to Victorians, though he came 
into prominence during his short stay 
here through his broadsword contests 
with " Bairoa " Ivan de Malchin. At 
tho time Strnthcona's Horeo was en- 
listbd," Sergt.-Mnjor Elliot was in the 
Kootenay country, and at once offered 
his services and wn« accepted. He was 
a man of splendid physique and n 
tlioroiiirli soldier.

Government Cannot Take Credit 
For the Present Prosperity 
of Canada. 



Mr. Foster Shows What Con- 
servatives Have Done For 
the West. * 



In his speech at Ilalifa.x on September 
11, Mr. George E. Foeter said, in an- 
swer to the claim of Mr. Fielding that 

the present prosperity of Canada was 
due to the Liberal party: 

May I ask you if it is this tariff, the 
preferential cut of 32'/4 per cent., 25 per 
cent., or 33 1-3 per cent, whiclfhas been 
made in favor of Oreat Britiiin wliicli 
has made our commercial prosperity'.' 

How is it that the exports of Canada 
to other eonntrics ot the world hny(! in- 
creased far more relatively than our ex- 
ports to Great liritain'/ From ISDil to 
.1S09 our exrierts to Great Britain in- 
creased 3.") per cent. That, say Mr, 
Fielding and Mr. Pnterson, ic< due to the 
fact that we gave great Hritaiii a 
lu'oference in our market, and the same 
has re-acted so that it drew, exports 
from \\& into tlje ]5ritisb__Jiiarlcet. Hut 
go to our trade returns, ami what do we 
tindj? "While the export.s of CJreat 
Britain in these four years increased _.''5 
Iier cent., our exports to the .Vrgeuline 
Republic increased 1!) per cent., to Bel- 
gium 37 per cent,, to France 170 per 
cent., to Gennany 11") tier cent., to It;ily 
12 per cent,, to .Japan i..''iOO per cent,, to 
Norway and Sweden H) per cent,, tio 
riolland ISO per cent., and so on with 
other countries. This is when yon 
come to take tho cold hnrd returns as 
given by these gentlemen thcmselyos, 
Tho exports to Great Britain have in- 
creased loss than all the dther countries 
with which -we are carrying on trade. 
Now, lot us turn to tho imports. The 
imports from Great Britain have in- 
ereitsed to a certain extent, but thf^y 
have increased much more largely in 
otlier countries. Tlio imports from 
Great Britain for home consumption in 
those four years have increased 12Vl>_per 
cent., but imports from tlie United 
States increased ")!) jier cent., ami now 
stand higher than at any otlier previous 
time ill the liistiu-y of the ennfederatiou 
of C.'iiKiila. .\ml t^o throiigli tlie whole 
list of counfri(.'s the increase of iiiiiiorfs 
if; greater rehitively than thotse of Great 
Britain. 

Now. I have just led' on in (lii.s quiet 
kind of reasoning, not to follow out Ijie 
argument to its end. but to put liefi7rc 
you that they liav... proved iiotliing 
when they say that because imports and 
cxpoils liavc i''e"";'s-.Ml that therefore 
they liavc increiis.-' becanse of the revi- 
sion ot the tnrifl', li n-s.- <.f the prefer- 
ential cut given Grciii lirilaiu. On 
that portion of thi> i-ccnrd 1 a|ip<';i' to 
you as sensible people, and 1 aiipeal to 
the electorate ot rliifi great country, 
from one end to the other, if ou tli.nt 
comparison they have any claim to base 
their demand that they should be suii- 
portcd as the party contributing mainly 
to tho prosperity of the country in tFie 
last four years. Nn, Mr. I-^ieldiiig and 
Mr. Paterson. don't try to ruit tliis 
country in your own interests on the 
record of the men who bnibled before 
yon were born politically, and builded in 
spite of your party, (.\pplause.) Ooiue, 
now, Mr. Fielding, stand there and say 
to us that the main prosperity of this 
country has been tlie unexMinid(;d ni- 
erense that has taken place in the indus- 
tries of, and metal mining in, the gre.at 
province of Britisli Columbia. That is 
what he will say— he will admit that. 
AVe have suidi a thint.' as history in this 
country. I ask you, .Air. Fielding, where 
British Columbia would have boon with 
reference to this Dominion of Canada if 
your party had had its way in the past. 
;is it desired to have'? Time was when 
British Columbia's joining this Domin; 
inn was a moot question. And what did 
T^ritish Columbia say3» "Yes, we will 
join tho Dominion of Canada, but we 
want a peculiar wedding ring. What is 
tlu? ring? "Wo want two bands of 



shining steel, 3,000 miles long at least, 
stretching from tide-water in the East 
to tho tide-water of the I'acilie, and 
traversing the proviiice's, the great plains 
and the mouritiiins. If you will give 
us that wedding ring W(j_\vill join you in 
everlasting union, and work out our 
future together." There was the Lib- 
eral party then; there was the Con- 
servative party then. What did ]SIr. 
Blake say? "Monstrous! Ce.iinot be 
tlionglit of! We have not the money to 
do it with. It it? outrageous to ask us 
to mortgage (Jiit future and imperil our 
credit and run the risk of ruin and peril 
hiiancially in (U'der to supjily that con- 
dition and get British rolumbin to take 
her part with us in building up the great 
Dominion of Canada." What did the 
r.ilieral-t.'onsci-vut ive party say'? "Well, 
if yon do not take Britisli Columbia in, 
British Columbia would stand out there 
alone; she would inevitably become a 
part of tlie United States of America, 
and then where will our access to the 
Pacific seaboard be?" What was the 
answer of Mr. Blako? "Then, Jf she 
must go, lot her go; but we cannot take 
tho financial responsibility." There, sir, 
was where the parties elinclied, nud Sir 
.Toliu Macdoimld was head of the Lib- 
eral-C(mserviitive party. (.Vpplause.) 

.Vnd Sir .T(din Maedonald and the I/lb- 
eral-(^onscrviitive jiarty said: " Tliat 
doctrine will NOT go down; wi> have 
faith in the great future of this country; 
we must have British Columbia and the 
Paciru,' seaboard," -And when Sir .Tnliu 
Maedonald stated that pregnant senti- 
ment he stated better thiui he knew. 
(.\pplau?e,i I heard :i preacher preach 
in New filasgow from the text: "Walk 
bv faith iind not by sight." And there 
are times, let nie toll you, Mr. Chair- 
man, when statesmen must walk by 
faith and not by sight. Where are we 
to-day'? So many years ahead of where 
w(> were then. To-day there is no party 
which would moot such a thing as that 
we sliould deprive ourselves of access to 
the Pacific Coast, and allow one of our 
provinces there to fall into the hands of 
a foreign power. 

Tho old slumbering Pncifie of twonty- 
fivo years ago has waked up. .Tai>an 
has biH.'onie revived, aud China is going 
through the birth throes to-day wliieh 
will ultimately revivify that gre:it coun- 
try. Avith its hnudreds of niillions of 
[)eopl(>, and transform theni into a great 
industrial population. The old Pacific 
is looking up and becoming to be even 
more importr.iit than the old Atlantic, 
with jvliicb we have licen so niudi bet- 
ter ac(inninteil. There is wliere the 
parties grijipeil; and that we Imve Brit- 
ish ("nlunibi;! t>-d:iy is due to the fact 
that the Liberal-Conservative party out- 
voted, out-worked and out-ran the Lih- 
eral jiarty and the Lihornl contention, 
and British Coluudiia became a member 
of the great Dcniiiniou, (Applause.)

Of couree this prosperity 
n-llects on tlie city of Victoria, bccausn 
the supplies <im the mining districts are 
;pnrchiieed there, and the pay rolls in the 
various mining canijie are principally 
spent ia Victoria. Owing to the excellent 
stennibDat service l)etwecn the Tarlous 
mining ci\m\\< on the wetit coast of the 
Ishiiid and Victoria, together ivtth the 
attractions in that city, there has been 
but little effort made to builtl up towns 
in the miuiag districts.

a periiiaiient tooth — tlie six .vear molar 
- appears. This is oi'teii tbougiil by par- 
ents to be a rcmporlary tooth and very 
little care is taken of il. wilii the re- 
sult llial il soon decays and a ciii'ity is 
left in the mouth, 

Vicloria water does not contain 
euniiudi lillle, and ' for this roason we 
should use lime water. AVe should ho 
carefhl to thoroughly masticate liur- 
food', as a snmll portion digested by the 
system is bcffer than a larger amount 
which would onl.v be wasle. 

Dr. Hall closed willi a few earnest 
roniarks about the nece.ssit.v of a new 
High scliool, and tlie as.«urance tlint 
by lilOl we should be enjoying a separ'- 
ate building-..

.\n Incemiiary's Terrilile 'rortiircts and

A determined and ferocious iustanco 
of llie application of "Lyncli Law" is re- 
ported by the Odeskia Xovosti, says the 
l.umlon Leader correspondent at Odessa. 

It apiiears that on 'Jti August last there 
broke out in the villiige of Lepcfihi, in 
Wi'slerii Itussia a lire which entirely 
burnt down eight pensnnte' huts and a 
luitiiber of barns. 

It transi|iired that llu; lire bail been de- 
liberately started by a mail who liiinsclf 
lived in' the village. In their fury and 
despair at the loss of their property tho 
pi-asaiits iletcriniiied to take the law into 
llieir o'.vii hands. 

They brought the unfortunate wrctcli 
to the spot where the remains of the 
lic.tH were still sinrtliiiig, iiiid bade him 
iiiiik at liis handiwork. 

Then, that he might never look on nny- 
tliiiig else, tliey heated an iron bar red 
hot, and burnt out his eyes, after which 
they prot-eeded to burn the rcet oC hiit 
budv in the same way. 

Ilia shrieks summoned a crowd of spec- 
tators, none of whom raised a finger in 
hiti defence. Finally one of tbo cxocu- 
tiiuiers cut off bis head with .m axo. Six 
men took part in this ghastly veugeanco. 

The autjioritii's were subsequently in- 
formed of what liap[iciied and instituted 
a strict iiniiiiry. 

Horrors of tliis kind tire due in part to 
the exceediiigl.v light puiiirthiiieuts which 
are (contrary to the general opinion) iii- 
tlic'led oil criiiiinals in Kiussia. 

There is, of course, no capital punisli- 
iiieiit. and there is a general teiuleiicy 
to leniency whiidi souietiiiies excites tlie 
iiulignation of those who have suffered 
at the bnndti of burglntu nnd such like 
ftcoundrete.
